Another member of 
Wycombe’s squad unable to play 
is Graham Mackenzie, who is 
already cup-tied. It was his 
appearance for Wycombe in last 
year’s semi-final at Chesham that 
led to the Blues’ decision, 
accepted by the County F.A. to 
quit the competition when they 
discovered that Mackenzie had 
already played for Hungerford 
Town in the same competition.
